For years the tragic results of the 
} expansion of food-producing acreage 
during World War I has haunted 
American agriculture. Every farm- 
er, as a matter of patriotism, inter- 
rupted his rotation of crops to pro- 
duce food and more food for our 
armies and our Allies. Now again 
in World War II, to feed our soldiers 
and our Allies and to serve the spe- 
cial demands of war industry, we 
are dislocating our normal produc- 
tian as a matter of patriotic service. 
It seems plain that by the end of 
this war American farms will have 
‘ created a tremendous surplus pro- 
duetion power which ordinary peace- 
time requirements will not absorb. 
By the end of 1942 our overall 
: average increase production over 
the average for the last 10 years will 
be more than 21 per cent.
